In the effort to remov e the dy namite 
from the iron tube they had driv en the 
small iron rod through the cartridge so 
that the end appeared at the oppositcd 
end of the iron tube from which it enter­ 
ed. 
Then Middlekauff took an iron ham­ 
mer and commenced driv ing in the iron 
rod, back, and as it was wedged or fast- 
tened into the charge of dy namite, hard 
blows were required; and it is not im­ 
probable that sparks Hew into the car­ 
tridge, and caused the explosion. 
Or, it 
^y iay hav e been the concussion, caused by 
the blows with the hammer, or the fric­ 
tion of the rod in the charge, that caused 
the discharge. 
While Middlekauff was 
driv ing on the rod, Attley was holding 
ic pipe with both hands, and therefore 
h is bent immediately ov er the dy namite 
charge, when he receiv ed the full force of 
the explosion.

My Cointhymkn : I shall hate the honor of in­ 
troducing to you to-day the foremost ruler of this 
earth, the president of the Ameri-an republic; 
one to whom, by the peaceful and unquestioned 
suffrage of this people, their highest commission 
has been given. 
{Great applause.] It is the most 
sacred political trust that can be confided to 
modern statesmanship. 
Our proud pleasure, sir, of welcoming you to­ 
day, Is emphasized by the knowledge that you 
have held that high commission with dignified 
sincerity, and that you have honored this high 
office with a strong and spot less administration. 
[Great applause.] • * * I can promise you, 
sir, a privilege to-day that even a president may 
esteem - the right to look into the faces and hear 
the confiai welcome of more southerners than 
any living man or dead man has seen assembled. 
My countrymen, I preseat to you your presi­ 
dent. 


A s Mr. G rad y sat down and tho president 


rose, cheer after cheer went up, and the band 
played “ H a il to the Chief.” 
W hen quiet was 


in some measure restored, President Cleve­ 
land inado a flattering little speech. 
N atu r­ 
a lly he began with a sketch of the city, and 
traced A tla n ta’s history from the time it was 
known as M arthasvillo. 
“ It seems to me,” 


said he, referring to the ravages of the w ar 
which practically wiped out Atlanta, “ that 
there is an element of heroism in a people 
wrho can view without despair tho destruc­ 
tion of all they have wrought, who begin 
again to build their 
waste places, and in 


spite of the greatest discouragement ovinco 
a determ ination to reach their destiny. ” 
He 


congratulated the people on the position of 
their city, rebuilt in twenty-two years and 
tho first in enterprise in the state. 
And 


w ithal the efforts of 
A tlanta had not been 


selfish, as the international cotton exposition 
of 1 SSI, the national com mercial convention

“ Prosperity,” ho concluded,

but from such expositions as

“ Unquestionably one of tin* most dan­ 
gerous counterfeits in ex istence.

engraving and workmanship nearly equal 
to the genuine; the lathe work is ex cel­ 
lent, numbering of tho work fair and 
color good. 
The star on the right of the 
treasury number is somewhat blurred. 
The polirait of J . Q. Adams is ex cellent, 
but the lobe of the ear is very indistinct. 
In tl ìe counterfeit, the button upon the 
coat nearest the lapel is almost square— 
in the genuine it is round. 
The vignette 
of the ligure of J ustice is Finely engraved 
with the ex ception of the following points: 
As the scale is h ell aloft in the left hand 
the upright holding tho beam is crooked, 
and is larger in the counterfeit than in 
the genuine—in the genuine the upright 
shows only to the lower part of the hand, 
while in the counterfeit it shows to the 
second linger from the base; tbc white 
curve in the arm is a perfect oval in the 
genuine, while in tin» counterfeit it is not. 
The left foot of the vignette, as it ex tends 
from the garment, presents a clubbed ap­ 
pearance in the counterfoil, while tho 
toes are short and not half the length of 
the genuine.

coln him self, to save tin* labor of writing 
them. 
The attest is in tho hand of 
Secretary Seward—a handwriting not 
greatly unlike that of the president „ only 
that it is larger and rather more regular. 
When the secretary of state started to 
pen the attest there appears to have been 
a raveling in bis pen, for as far 
as the 
six th word, “ hereunto,** « the lines are 
heavy and partly blurrcd. 
The signature 
of the president is more tremulous than 
the body of 
the document, 
and ap- 
pears poor as a specimen of chirography 
among the straight lines of Mr. Seward's 
firm hand. 
The tremulousness was due, 
not to nervousness, I ut to the fact that 
Mr. Lincoln signed the proclamation on 
New Year’s day, after having shaken 
hands with several hundred people. 
By a singular incident there really 
ex ists today two original copies of the 
emancipation proclamation. 
Tho inci­ 
dent consists in the fact that Mr. Lin­ 
coln, 
at 
the 
request of 
the British 
museum, made, with his own hand, a 
second copy of ins great paper. 
This is 
unlike that preserved at W ashington, in 
that the attest is filled out by a hand not 
that of either the president or tho secre­ 
tary of state. 
The paper used was an 
unfolded parchment about twenty-four 
by thirty-six inches. It Is now elegantly 
framed and may ho seen hanging in one 
of the library rooms in the 
British 
m useum .—Chicago News.

BRAIN.”

A t a recent meeting of the »Society of 
Physicians of the 
harite hospital in Ber­ 
lin, Thomsen exhibited a patient whose 
ease lie described as one of “ railway 
brain,” a neurosis resembling in many 
respects the condition already well known 
under the name of “ railw ay spine.” 
A 
healthy railw ay employe, aged 30, w ith­ 
out history of alcoholism or of any pre­ 
disposing neurotia condition, by the sud­ 
den motion of liis train was thrown vio­ 
lently against the side of a car, striking 
his head. 
He sustained no wound, and 
at the time of injury consciousness was 
preserved. 
Some hours afterward, how­ 
ever, he was suddenly seized with syncope, 
with mental terror, lost all sense of loca 
tion, could not recognize the simplest 
fam iliar object, and described what he 
saw erroneously; his one objective symp 
tom was absolute anaesthesia of the entire 
body. On the fourth day after hi§ injury 
he had violent headaches, a pulse rate of 
44, and, in addition to the cutaneous ana*s 
thesia, loss of olfactory and taste sensa 
tions, with difficult hearing. 
On the fifth 
day the psychic 
symptoms suddenly 
ceased, ho could remember nothing which 
had happened, and had no explanation 
for his condition. 
The patient subsequently became very 
melancholy, complaining of insomnia, 
headache, spinal pain, 
weariness 
and 
failure of appetite; no sensations of terror 
or disordered dreams were present. 
The 
objective symptoms remaining were well 
marked cranial and spinal hypenesthesia; 
failure to distinguish between white and 
colors; loss of smell and taste and im ­ 
paired hearing; numbness and at times 
paresis and spasms of the region sup­ 
plied by the facial nerve were also pres­ 
ent. 
lie was discharged from the hos­ 
pital as improvcMl, but two months after­ 
ward his condition was unchanged; he 
was unable to work on account of head­ 
ache and weakness. Thomson’s diagnosis 
was “ railway brain,” a condition of pro­ 
found disturbance of cerebral functions 
from shock. 
The increase in mechanical appliances 
and the immense extension of railways 
afford abundant opportunities for obser­ 
vation of nervous shock, loth in its fatal 
and milder forms. 
W hile postmortem 
demonstration of hemorrhage and struc­ 
tural lesions explains the course of these 
cases when fatal, it is evident that we 
must rely upon the continued observation 
of surviving patients to determine the 
development of lesions which w ill illus­ 
trate the pathology of this condition. 
The possibility of the production of de­ 
generative changes in nervous matter 
and cerebral conditions causing perma­ 
nent mental impairment is an interesting 
question for neurologists, and, in its 
medico-legal aspects, for the corporation 
whose property may cause such injuries 
to their patrons and employes.— Medical 
News.
